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FORTY -FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  this  Forty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  is  a 
record  of  service  which  surpasses  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  Trustees 
hope  that  its  claims  will  make  a  stronger  appeal  to  the  child-loving  people  of 
the  Province  than  ever  before  to  carry  on  the  good  work,  and  urgent  plea  is 
made  to  the  liberality  of  its  friends. 

Prices  of  almost  all  supplies  reached  their  peak  during  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  report.  It  is  evidence  of  economical  management  that  the 
increase  in  the  daily  cost  of  caring  for  each  cot  patient  was  only  seven 
cents  more  than  in  1919.  But,  before  the  downward  trend  in  prices  began, 
the  overdraft  was  $143,042  on  maintenance  account.  In  addition,  thg  Hospi- 
tal had  to  purchase  outside  accommodation  for  a  part  of  the  personnel,  so 
great  has  become  the  pressure  upon  the  available  space  in  the  Main  Build- 
ing. Because  of  improvements  and  renovations,  the  capital  outlay  exceeded 
$50,000.  Thus  the  Hospital's  burden  of  debt  is  far  greater  than  ever  in  the 
pa;st.  It  is  hoped  that  the  record  of  service  will  encourage  the  .friends  of 
the  Mother  Charity  to  further  evidence  of  their  sympathy. 

A  GLANCE  AT  THE   PAST  12  MONTHS  WORK. 

From  the  1st  of  October,  1919,  to  the  30th  of  September,  1920,  the  total 
number  of  in-patients  admitted  was  4,983.  Of  these  2,232  were  girls  and  2,751 
boys;  1,787  were  medical  cases  and  3,196  surgical. 

The  largest  number  of  in-patients  treated  in  any  one  day  was  309;  the 
smallest,  179;  and  the  daily  average,  239. 

Of  the  total  4,983  in-patients,  930  were  admitted  from  289  places  outside 
of  Toronto.     In  1919  there  were  760  from  271  places. 

The  total  number  of  out-patient  attendances  was  40,934.  Of  these  18,400 
were  girls  and  22,534  boys. 
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The  largest  number  of  out-patients  treated  in  any  one  day  was  220;  the 
smallest  85;  and  the  daily  average  132. 

The  total  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  in  1920  was  5,228,  a 
decrease  of  29  from  the  previous  year;  in  the  in-patient  department  2,974, 
and  in  the  out-patient  2,254,  where  also  many  minor  operations  were  per- 
formed which  are  not  tabulated. 

SEVENTEEN   DAYS  IS  AVERAGE  STAY. 

The  total  number  of  days'  treatment  for  1920  for  the  4,983  in-patients  was 
84,902.  The  average  days'  stay  of  each  patient  was  17.  The  previous  year 
the  total  number  of  days  of  Hospital  care  was  79,461,  almost  5,000  less. 

This  average  days'  stay  is  found  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  in- 
patients, 4,983,  into  the  total  days'  stay,  84,902,  of  all  patients  in  the  Hospital 
for  the  year. 

RECORD   NUMBER   OF   PATIENTS. 

The  tabulated  returns  show  the  work  accomplished  in  all  the  departments. 
The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  4,983  in  the  wards,  and  40,934  in 
the  out-patient  clinics,  a  total  of  45,917 — a  record  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital.

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CHEMICAL   RESEARCH    LABORATORY. 

The  Hospital  has  been  indeed  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Miss  A.  M.  Courtney,  B.A.,  of  Radcliffe  College  (Harvard  University),  to 
take  charge  of  the  Chemical  Research  Laboratories.  This  i®  a  vitally  im- 
portant factor  in  solving  the  manifold  problems  of  child  nutrition.  It  may  be 
apropos  to  record  that,  since  the  creation  of  a  special  Babies'  Department, 
the  infant  mortality  in  Toronto  has  decreased  from  151  to  88  per  thousand, 
and  that  the  methods!  which  made  this  possible  have  been  generally  adopted 
throughout  the  province. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle 
for  his  generosity  in  equipping  this  laboratory,  and  also  for  the  compliment 
to  the  institution  in  proving  that  he  believed  that  the  best  wa'&  none  too 
good  for  it. 

LARGER    THEATRE    FOR    LECTURES. 

The  John  D.  Rockefeller  donation  to  the  University  of  Toronto  for  de- 
velopment of  its  medical  school  is  an  event  of  vast  importance.  It  marks 
the  City  of  Toronto  as  one  of  the  continent's  great  centres  of  medical  in- 
struction. The  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  is  admittedly  one  of  the  greatest 
institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  world  and,  in  order  that  in  every  way  the 
whole  province  may  derive  full  advantage  from  the  work  it  accomplishes,  it 
has  amplified  the  unexcelled  facilities  it  has  always  extended  to  the  doctors 
of  the  future.  The  capacity  of  the  lecture  room  has  been  greatly  increased, 
while  the  daily  clinics  are  more  than  ever  thronged  with  students  eager  to 
learn  the  last  word  in  pediatric  science. 

A   COMPREHENSIVE    LIBRARY. 

In  this  connection,  mention  may  be  made  of  the  friend  who  anonymously 
provided  the  Hoslpital  with  an  up-to-date  library  representative  of  all  the 
world's  greatest  authorities'  on  children's  diseases,  and  subscribing  to  all 
the  periodical  literature  of  value  to  the  pediatrician. 

X-RAY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  X-Hay  Department  donated  by  the  employes  of  the  T.  Baton  Com- 
pany is  now  complete.  Not  only  are  medical  problems  solved  by  the  fluoro- 
soope,  but  the  soirgeons  have  also  found  advantage  in  performing  many 
minor  operations  in  immediate  collaboration  with  Dr.  A.  H.  Rolph,  the 
Raentgendogist.  Special  provision  is  made  for  both  minors  and  adults  who 
are  not  patients  of  the  Hospital.  The  excellence  of  the  work  done  is  an 
even   greater  recommendation   than   the  reasonableness  of  the    charges. 

PSYCHIATRIC    CLINIC. 

The  Hospital  has  extended  the  scope  of  its  work  to  indlude  not  only 
sick  and  crippled  children  but  also  those  who  are  mentally  sub-normal.  A 
great  percentage  of  these  cases  submit  readily  to  treatment  if  taken  soon 
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enough  in  hand.  Here,  again,  the  Hospital  is  under  obligation  to  one  of  its 
friendsi,  who  has  provided  premise-si  for  a  clinic  and  the  funds  necesisary  to 
maintain  it  for  a  term  of  years.  Here  eminent  psychiatrists  will  determine 
whether  an  affliction  is  organic  or  merely  functional,  and  for  children  in  the 
latter  class  will  be  prescribed  such  psycho-therapeutic  treatment  as  seems 
best  suited  to  build  good  citizenry  out  of  what,  till  very  recently,  was  too 
often  regarded  as  hopeless  material. 

ONLY    ONE   APPEAL    MADE. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  owes  it  to  its  pride  to  maintain  what  is  ad- 
mittedly the  foremost  Children's  Hospital  on  this  continent.  The  public 
owe  it  to  the  future  citizens  of  Ontario  to  retain  for  their  service  an  insti- 
tution which  places  no  limitation  on  what  it  Is  oager  to  do  for  their  phytsi- 
oall  and  mental  well-being. 

All  this  requires  money.  It  is  well  to  point  out  that  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children  participates  in  no  joint  appeals.  Because  of  its  half-century 
of  work  for  sick  and  soiffering  children  it  is  the  "pet  charity"  of  thousands. 
Whether  they  forward  generous  cheques  at  Christmas  time  or  drop  not- 
easily-spared  pennies  into  the  contribution  boxes,  the  Trustees  are  as>  proud 
of  the  sympathy  thereby  revealed  as  they  are  grateful  for  the  support  thus 
provided.

EACH  season  as  many  as  possible  of  the  sick  children  are  removed  to 
their  summer  home.  They  are  accompanied  by  nurses  and  staff  of  physi- 
cians, and  in  this  cool,  refreshing  atmosphere  during  the  sultry  summer 
days  they  gain  new  health  and  enter  into  the  games  and  revels  of  happy 
childhood.  The  Lakeside  Home  is  opened  for  their  reception  on  June  1st, 
and  remains  open  up  to  Sept.  15th.  Although  there  is  a  large  exodus  of 
children  during  the  summer,  no  decrease  is  shown  in  the  number  of  cots  occu- 
pied in  the  Main  Hospital.  Obviously,  as  soon  as  one  little  patien;t  leaves 
another  is  ready  to  fill  its  place.  The  Hospital  launch  serves  the  purpose 
of  transferring  the  children  as  necessity  requires.  There  are  three  pavilions 
where  the  little  ones  are  cared  for,  namely:  Boys'  Surgical,  Girls'  Medical 
and  Tubercular. 

There  are  8  nurses  in  constant  attendance,  while  the  cooks,  ward  maids 
and  nursery  maids  reach  18  in  number.  There  is  also  a  day  and 
night  supervisor,  who  is  a  qualified  graduate  nurse.  It  may  be  well  to 
mention  here  that  in  addition  to  the  three  pavilions  for  the  little  patients 
there  are  also  the  Nurses'  Pavilion,  Doctors'  Apartments,  Day  and  Night 
Supervisors'  Residence,  and  separate  quarters  for  maids  and  domestic 
help. 

The  approximate  cost  per  month  to  maintain  the  Lakeside  Home  for 
the  3%  months  each  season  is  $5,000.

In  thus 
helping  to  reduce  the  death  rate  and  by  pro- 
longing the  useful  working  life  of  the  indi- 
vidual, the  Hospital  fills  its  province-wide 
mission  and  promotes  the  well-being  and 
happiness   of   the  community. 

The  efficient  methods  which  have  made 
this  possible  are  being  adopted  by  every  pro- 
gressive  practitioner.      In   this   connection   a 
very  important  work  is  accomplished  through 
keeping   a   vast    number    of 
children  out  of  the  hospital, 
and  thus  leaving  this  insti- 
tution in  a  better  position  to 
take  care  of  the  hundreds  of 
poor  children  sent  here  upon 
the   order  of  municipalities. 
For  1920  there  were  just  930 
patients  admitted   from  289 
towns  and  villages  in  Ontario,  in  addition  to 
the  4,053  from  the  City  of  Toronto.     Statu- 
tory grants  made  by  municipalities   do   not 
meet  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  of  these 
patients.      It    is    to    be    noted    that    free    in- 
patients and  public  charges,  all  of  whom  are 
unable  to   pay,  get  more  days  of  treatment 
in  proportion  to  their  numbers  than  do  the 
patients  who  can  pay.     To  keep  the  Hospi- 
tal's   income    adequate    for 
the    rapidly    mounting    ex- 
penses   there    must    be    a 
corresponding    increase    in 
benefactions  from  the  pub- 
lic if  its  mission  of  mercy 
is  to  continue  each  minute 
of  the  year.

Nurses^  Training  School  and  Residence 


AN  IMPORTANT  and  interesting  phase  of  the  Hospital  work  is  that 
of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses.  It  is  .here  that  these  splendid 
young  women  are  taught  the  care  and  cure  of  the  vast  army  of  little 
children  who  pass  in  and  out  of  the  portals  of  this  great  institution.  A 
very  high  standard  in  those  who  undertake  the  training  is  required  and 
rigidly  insisted  upon.  It  is  the  earnest  purpose  of  the  School  to  main- 
tain a  standard  worthy  of  the  ideals  cherished  by  its  founders  and  com- 
mensurate with  the  opport.unities  it  has  to  offer.  The  School  was  estab- 
lished in  the  year  1886,  and  its  graduates  represent  a  fine  type  of  woman 
in  all  those  essentials  that  go  to  make  up  real  womanhood,  of  undoubted 
integrity  and  character,  devoted  to  the  noble  mission  in  which  they  are 
engaged. 

A  photo  is  shown  here  of  the  Nurses'  Residence,  as  well  as  one  of 
the  Student  Nurse's  bedrooms.  This  splendid  building  was  erected  in 
1905  and  presented  to  the  Hospital  by  the  late  John  Ross  Robertson. 

It  is  situated  on  the  Hospital  grounds  and  equipped  with  lecture, 
class  and  demonstrating  rooms.  Also  contains  a  valuable  library  apper- 
taining to  and  covering  subjects  necessary  to  the  nursing  profession. 
Neither  has  the  health  of  the  student  nurse  been  overlooked  in  arrange- 
ments. Mention  may  be  made  of  the  swimming  pool  and  gymnasium,  and 
the   roof   with   awnings   for   outdoor   recreation    and   sleeping.
